None  can  be  more 
desirous  than  ourselves  to  see  the  necessiiy  for  such 
expedients  done  away  with,  and  the  charity  of  Chris¬ 
tians  flowing  freely  and  spontaneously  as  from  an  un- 
failing  fountain.  May  such  be  .the  charity  which 
shall  prevail  among  us,  rather  than  the  gushing  tor¬ 
rent,  sometimes  overflowing  its  banks  and  sometimes 
dry,  seldom  capable  of  direction  into  a  proper  chan¬ 
nel  and  always  irregular  and  uncertain  in  its  results. 
May  Christian  principle^  founded  on  the  Scriptures, 
and  Christian  feeling  inspired  and  cherished  by  the 
Spirit  of  God,  be  the  springs  which  shall  keep  in  mo¬ 
tion  all  the  machinery  of  our  missionary  operations 
and  of  all  institutions  which  co-operate  witli  us  in  this 
great  work  throughout  the  world.
